Telegraph Com- 
pany's office in Saugerties, worked in 
the West Shore despatchera office in 
this city and in almost every West 
Shore station between Weenawken 
and Syracuse. In 1900 he became 
general auditor of the Postal Tele- 
graph Company and 12 years later 
became general manager. 


Having worked at everything con- 


nected with telegraphy, 
Mr. Rey- 


nolds said he thought he bad the 
experience on which to base some 
conclusions 
One conclusion 
was 


that most of the abuses practiced by 
union labor today were tho result of 
the attitude of corporations toward 
labor 30 or 35 years ago. 
Employ- 


ers today are reaping the whirlwind 
from the sowing of those days. Men 
were compelled to work II hours a 
da}*, seven days a week, and often 
required to remain at work for 24 
hours 
without rest. 
One instance 


cited by Mr Reynolds was of an oc- 
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caslon when after working all night 
at New Durham, 12 hours, he was 
ordered to Kingston to work In tho 
dispatchers 
office 
and 
then at 3 


o'clock In the afternoon ordered to 
the north yard for the night. "You 
may ask why men did It," said Mr.

THE HATLESS MAN. 


Defending the practice of going 


without ft hat In nummer in Mc~ 
Nought's Monthly on the ground of 
comfort, Fred C. Kelly mentions 
other "practical advantages" as fol- 
lows: "I have discovered that a bai- 
lees man may enter with Impunity 
many places where he would other- 
wise bo stopped. 
Hatless, one can 


sometimes stroll into the front door 
of a theater—without a ticket and 
without question. 
When I wish to 


visit a committee room in the nation- 
al Capitol I first leave my hat and 
coat elsewhere. 
Even the private 


lobby back of the United States Sen- 
ate is easy of access to him who car- 
ries no headgear. 
If in a hurry to 


catch a train I simply remove my hat 
and the gate man never bothers about 
looking at my ticket." 


Presumably this description of the 


commercial and other gain within 
reach of the hatless man is intended 
as humor, for Mr. Kelly can hardly 
wish to publish himself as a "dead- 
beat" who goes after and gets what 
does not belong to him under false 
pretenses. 
Of course comfort is the 


chief object of the average liatlesa 
man. 
No doubt it is more comfort- 


able to go without a hat in the rela- 
tlvelj cool summer days of a temper 
ate clime, provided one's eyes are 
strong enough not to require the 
shade of a hat-brim. And in modera- 
tion the practice may be good for 
both the scalp and the hair, inasmuch 
as every variety of soil and vegetable 
growth draw vigor from the sun. But, 
except around home, the- hatless man 
can hardly afford to be sensitive and 
needs to cultivate somewhat of thai 
indifference \vhich has been charac- 
terized as the "rhinoceros hide." 


LaFOLLETTE'S CHIEF ISSUE. 


Candidate LaFollette ought to bo 


more explicit in his discussion ol 
"private monopoly," which he insists 
is the paramount issue of the cam- 
paign. 
He should state more par- 


ticularly what he would do that has 
not already been done in the way of 
prevention. For the issue is an old 
one and -everybody outside of the 
monopolies is already supposed to be 
against them. Much has been done 
iu the course of years to curb them. 
As far back as 1887 the Interstate 
Commerce law was passed and a com- 
mission was created to see that the 
railroads did not charge unreason- 
able rates. About two decades later 
Congress even empowered the Com- 
mission to fix all railroad rates. In 
1S90 Congresa enacted the Sherman

times a day, and you see that plenty I 
of nourishment is thus obtained. 


After three weeks an X-Ray meal 


is given, and if tho ulcer is all healed 
up the little tube is removed. This 
completes the 
cure as far as the 


physician is concerned.

meats. Put Into bread pans and when 
light, bake In a moderate oven. 


Southern Spoon Bread.—Pour one 


cupful of boiling water over one-half 
cupful of cornraeal. stir, and cook 
for flve minutes to keep from lumping. 
Add one-half teaspoonful of salt, a 
tablespoonful each of butter and sugar, 
one well-beaten egg and one-hnlf cup- 
ful of milk. Pour Into a well-butterei! 
baking dish and bake In n moderate 
oven twenty minutes, letting It brown 
well before removing. Serve from the 
dish. 


Bran Bread.—Take four cuptuls of 


bran, two cupfuls of whole wheat 
flour, three-fourths of a cupful of New 
Orleans molasses, ft tcnspoonful each 
of salt and soda, two cupfuls of sweet 
milk, two tftblespoonfuls of shorten- 
ing, a few raisins or nuts If desired, 
and bake In a moderate oven one hour.

Many Kindt Developed. 


Through , centuries of cultivation, 


I la varying climates nnd In different 


soils 
through 
experiment, 
through 


crossing and mixing, myriad kinds of 
wheats have developed. 


On the outside the kernel wears an 


overcoat composed of cellulose. Next 
Is a coat, und then a vest composed 
of bran. 
The kernel Is still further 


protected by a shirt of gluten cells. 
Then comes the wheat kernel Itself, 
with tiny indentations at the bottom 
where the germ of the new plant IB 
stored. In different kinds of wheat 
the relative sizes of these coverings 
nnd the kernel vary, deciding the 
wheat's value and use. 


There are winter wheats and spring 


wheats. The former Is sowed and 
gains a foothold In the fall, and the 
latter Is put In the ground In the 
spring. 


The weight and size of the wheat 


kernel determines the flour yield. 
Flour made from hard wheat Is the 
chief 
bread flour. That which Is 


milled from soft wheat Is best for 
crackers, cake and pastry. 
Durum 


flour makes a sticky dough fitted for 
the milking of macaroni, Into which 
more than 100,000,000 bushels of the 
output of the United States goes. 
Graham flour is made from the whole 
grain ground Into powder, while whole 
wheat flour, not as coarse as graham, 
I* made from grinding what Is left 
after the branny layers are removed. 


But nature makes man work to 


•are his wheat. How many know a 
black stem nut of grain, annually 
taking a toll of some fifty million 
dollars' worth of potential food prod- 
nets In the North Central1 states, Is « 
disease which can be curbed? 


Hat Its EntmJM. 


In the plant world the "germ" of a 


disease Is sometimes known as a 
"spore." Like the typhoid germ, the 
black stem, rust spore breeds in cer- 
tain places. Instead of "choosing filth 
for Its birthplace, however, Its early 
days are spent on the leaves of the 
beautiful, 
common barberry 
bush, 


known to many attractive lawns and 
gardens, and when It leaves the bar- 
berry It romps through the fields on 
the wings of the summer breeze. 


There are two good methods lor 


removing the common barberry. One 
IB to dig It up, being sure to get ev-* 
ery bit of the roots. A bit of root left 
in the grond may send tip sprouts 
furnishing a spring-time home for the 
rust spore. 
A more certain method 


than digging is to pour ten to fifteen 
pounds of common rock salt upon the 
roots of the plant.

The clay walls which surround a 


Ballnese farm in Java are usually two 
or three meters high. Very often they 
rest upon a foundation of stones and 
are covered with a heavy layer of 
rushes which are to protect them from 
destructive tropical rains. A door In 
the wall Is closed at night with wood- 
en or bamboo planks, the Detroit 
News states. 


The walls nrotmd farms of "poeng- 


gavns" or district mayors, are usually 
built of more substantial material. 
The snrae Is true of the homes of 
Ballnese prince*. 
Yet while these 


latter houses mny be elaborately dec- 
orated they resemble the more humble 
dwellings In that they are exceedingly 
filthy.
